Mr. Ferry, of Utah, reported the delibera- 


tions of the committee of forty on resolu- 
tions. 


The resolutions ore as follows, 
The states and territories of Kansas, Colo- 


rado, Utah, Now Mexico, Idaho, Wyoming, 
Arizona, in convention iLssembled, at Denver, 
Colorado, January 28th, 1?85, adopt tha fol 
lowing resolutions as a declaration of prin- 
ciples. 


First That wo are lu favor Ot the doctrine 


of bimetallism <>•* embodied in the laws of the 
United States previous to 1874 and we urge 
the re-enactment of those laws at the earliest 
practical moment 


Second Tint in the interests of commerce 


and trade we demand tho unlimited coinage 
of standard dollars, and that tho secretary of 
the treasury shall pay out the same as f»st«8 
coined, in discharge ot our national indebted 
ness, as is provided by existing laws. 


Third That we demand that congress shall 


passim act directing the secretory of the 
treosuiy to withdraw from circulation all one 
and two dollar bills, in ordor to give a larger 
circulation to the standard drtllar. 


Fourth That we condemn tha secretaries 


oC the treasury for their unlawful evasions of 
tho provisions of the Bland bill, ami other 
liiws relating to silver, ami demand that 
clearing house balances nnd obligations of the 
government ba paid without discrimination 
in gold and silver, or gold nnd silver ccrtill- 
icaUi* 


Fifth That it is tlin sense 
c'f this 


contention thixt ft law amendatory of tlie 
mtiorml tnnk act bo enacted, whereby tho 
said banks throughout the United SUtot shall 
keep not less than 15 per cent of the legal re- 
scivestn national standard silver coin, and 


also that tlio redemption fund of said banks 
shall be iu silver coin.

Sixth That until congress slniu restore slj- 


vor to Its ancient, rightful and constitutional 
equality with Bold in respect to coinage, wfl 
demftnd.il libefftl cijiwttuctlon aud faithful 
execution of the provlsiouH of the Bland bill, 


Soventli That tlio demands and recom 


luendations above made are baaed on broader 
grounds tliau any consideration of mere sec- 
tionalism or protection ot a particular Indus- 
try; that they are the well-nigh forgotten 
terms of a wise constitution and laws under 
which this nation htv-t gained its plate as the 
foremost people of His globe-, that olivet 
needs no protection as is extended to tlie pam- 
pered Industries of the east; that this is a 
ouenliou touching tlio dearest interests of 
every human being in this broad land, and 
that it Involves tho question ot whether the 
debt-paying medium of the nation shall be so 
changed as to Increase the value of notes, 
bonds, mortgages and othor fixed Incomes and 
depreciate the value of all other property aud 
also Involves the proper execution of our con- 
stitution and our laws " 


Mr. Hankey, of Claar Creek county, mada 


a minority report of the resolutions commit- 
tee. 
Before reading the report he made an 


explanation 
The question on which the ma- 


jority and minority differed, he said, was as 
to the meaning of "froo coinage " 


The committee, it seems, sto»d forty for 


the majority report ahd six for the minority 
report 


Tbe minority report was read as follows: 


To ths Hoa Beal, Baton obalruitti, and to the 
hoaornblsdeleifntoa of the silver convention. 
A minority of your committee on resolu- 


tions respectfully submit the following: 


Fully recognizing the Importance of har- 


mony in tha convention, they foci In duty 
bound to differ in some degree from the con- 
clusions ot tlie majority of your committee. 
Tbe tert of tbe resolutions of many ot the 
delegations to this convention must command 
not alone the consideration of your committee, 
but of this assembly of delegates as a body 
deliberation 


Therefore, that m order that the1 honorable 


body may be advised upon all measures pro- 
perly before it, and that the prowodure of 
this convention may oe directed to the ulti- 
mate benefit of the entire country, and to a 
fair Consideration ot tha various views ot tbe 
delegations here convened, we present to you 
our minority report for your Impartial and 
unbiased judgment.

Mr. 11. It. Morse obtained the Hour and 


spoke in favor of froo aiid unlimited coiu^e. 
He said he believed In putting silver ou the 
basis suggested by tho admirable telegram 
from the secretary of tho interloi. This 
statement was received with applause. 


A. K. Pierce followed in a short speech in 


defense of the national banks, which other 
speaker's dad attacked, and In favor of the 
minority report. He said Mr. Symes haa 
staled that John J. Knox was comptroller of 
;he currency. This statement, he said, was 
Incoiract. 


Hod. T. M, Patterson was recoifni/ed by the 


chair and bewail speaking. Immediately a 
general cry of "stags" was raised and trie 
Keutleinan was obliged to comply with the de- 
mand. A3 lie came upon the stage the chair 
man asked if tha rules should ba suspends! 
that Mr Patterson's remarks might be unllm-- 
ited. There were numerous calls of "yesV1 
and one voice louder than the others called 
out a "yes; fr«o and unlimited,." Mr. Patter- 
son was opposed to the minority report. He 
referred to the demonetization and said that 
only ptrttal justice was done when the Bland 
act was passed (n 187S 
He waft in favor of 


unlimited coinage. He did not believe the 
evils of free coinage were as great as they 
were represented to be. Mr. Patterson areued 
for equality of gold and silver, the silver dol- 
lar to contain 4UX grains 
The very fact of 


adopting the fret* and unlimited standard 
would make silver equal in value to gold. Ho 
thought that the minority report should ba 
Withdrawn «nd that one word should be in

Matyr. His,views coincided with those of 
Mr. Patterson. 


Mr, 0. U. Barker, ot Lake, presented the
